The San Francisco Chronicle pub- 


lishes »n account of a mao in the Bay 
City baring a quart of the mortar of the 
famous Knock Chapel, in Ireland, which 
hc.was trying to distribute around among 
aick people. Beno can beat that for 
there u a lady here who has three times 
that quantity. It will be remembered 
that the famous Knock Chapel was the 
scene of the apparition of the Virgin 
Mar; on the rear walls of the building, 
reflected as though by a hearenly cal- 
cium light. The apparition reappeared 
•everal times and since then numberless 
cures hare been affected by devotees 
risiting the Chapel and using some of 
the brick or mortar. It is, of course, to 
minds not streaked with that sort of 
devotion and faith, an extreme wonder 
how a simple piece of mortar could cure 
diseases which had baffled the most 
skillful physicians, yet such is the case. 
About fire years ago the public will 
•recollect the 
excitement occasioned 


over the Lonrdea water. At that time 
orer a hundred thousand pilgrims made 
a journey to Lourdes, in France, in one 
month, from all parts of the world. 
Among those who visited the famous 
place was the wife of a dentist in Vir- 
ginia City, who brought back with h«r 
three bottles of the Lourdes water, 
which was accounted of miraculous 
properties. Her husband, a prottstant 
and free-mason, was as skepticnl as 
Tom Paine about the water, and con- 
tinually ridiculed the idea of its pos- 
sessing any curative virtue. It finally 
happened that a friend of the Doctor's 
was taken seriously ill with a complaint 
that was almost fatal. The husband 
brought in the doctors and the wife 
sought refnge in prayer. Suddenly she 
bethought herself of the Lourdes water, 
and, after telling the patient of the 
wonderful virtue of the water, adminis- 
tered a teaspoonful to her. The effect 
was instantaneous. But whether it was 
due to the effect of the water or the in- 
fluence on the imagination remains to 
be seen, like the old bread pills of the 
ancient homeopathic doctors. 


A €»ro*s Injustice. 


Yesterday 
afternoon, a 
fisherman 


• called at the 
JOURNAL office, and com- 


plained of a condition of affairs, which 
if true, is really a shameful wrong.

How Sharks mre Utilised. 


The skins of certain sharks are used 


in jewelry tor sleeve buttons and the 
like, and when dried and cured take a 
polish almost equal to that of stone. 
The vertebrae of the shark are always 
in demand for oanes. The opening 
filled with marrow during life is now 
filled with steel or iron rod. The side 
openings are filled with mother of pearl, 
and when polished the cane is decidedly 
ornamental. 
In India, in 1880, $300,- 


000 worth of shark fins were shipped to 
China for food. In the islands of the 
Pacific the fish is in great demand for 
its teeth, which are manufactured into 
weapons of various kinds, ranging from 
spears to swords and daggers. The 
teeth are all serrated, or saw edged and 
make terrible wounds. The base of the 
tooth is bored with some instrument, 
and forty or fifty of them are tied or 
lashed to a hardwood sword, forming 
the edge. The hilt is also protected by 
cross pieces armed in the same way. 
So effective are these weapons that the 
natives of these islands wear an armor 
made of rope especially to protect them- 
selves from the shark's teeth.

part to serve tbe public with relative 
fairness is of perpetual force. 
In their 


future dealings with the important ques- 
tion which has been the occasion for 
our coming together, the great trunk 
lines should be particularly careful to 
give no occasion for just complaint, that 
they subject any one of the seaboard 
cities ro the operation- of arbitrary or 
unfair regulations or charges, or that 
they fail to observe towards any ene of 
them, or towards the people trading or 
desiring to trade with them, tbe man- 
date of the common law—to deal justly 
and distribute fairly the benefits and 
burdens which are incident to their oc- 
cupation.
